Saul's Fears increaſing upon ſo many Interpoſitions 
of God's Providence in behalf of his Servant, he 
commianded Jonathan his Son, and all his Servants to 
kill him, Chap. 19. 1. The young Prince was more 
generous than his Father, and tho againſt his own Ch. rg. 4,5 
Intereſt, pleaded for his Friend's Life, and prevail'd: 
But yet hex this, the firſt time that David came in- 
to the King's Preſence, he narrowly eſcap'd with his 
Life: for the curſed Spirit of Jealouſy retarn'd upon 
Saul again, David having gain'd a freſh Victory over 
the Philiſtines, chap. 19. 8. The King was not con- | 
tented to have thrown another Javelin at him, while ver. g, 1 
he was endeavouring, with the ſofteſt Notes of Mu- 
ſick, to quiet his unjuſt Rage, but ſent Meſſengers to Ver. 11.

| *Twas now high time for David to conſult his own

It includes the general Inclination and Rea- 
nel of the Divine Being to do Good; and particu- 
Jarly ſignifies, | that Ley or Compaſſion which he 
bears toward the Miſerable : It regards the Affection 
of Love, as it is in the Divine Nature; and likewiſe 
the happy Effects of it, with relation to Men. 
© Now, in ſhewing the Excellency of this Merey or 
 Lovinz-Kindneſs, we ſhall conſider it as being admi- 
rable in it ſelf; and in compariſon with Mens Affec- 

tion and Behaviour towards each other. ety 
1. It as Excellent in it ſelf; as it is guided by un- 
ſearchable Wiſdom; as it is attended with Almighty 
ower ; as it is conſtant and unchangeable; and as it 

is beſtow'd upon Creatures who do not deſerve it. 
1. The Loving-Kindneſs of God is above all Things 
to be eſteem'd, as it is guided by infinite Wiſdom ; 
Which adapts the moſt proper Supplies to our reſpective 
he wonder ve of God to Men, makes 


for their real Service, in any exigency of Affairs. 


And that divine Wiſdom which is the Original of all 
human Knowledg, can never fail of underſtanding 


when any particular Bleſſing will come the moſt ſea- 
ſonably, or be at a loſs for the Means of effecting it. 
That God who made the Hearts of Men, aſſuredly un- 
derſtands all their ſecret Springs of Motion; and knows 
perfectly well whatever can diſtreſs; or make them 
joyful. If the Soul be terrify'd with Reflections up- 
on its own Guilt, the Spirit of God cas site Intim 
tions of Pardon, and direct to the Methods of ob- 
taining it.

cularly from the Violence of unreaſonable Men, the 


| Wiſdom of God can eaſily provide the neceffary Re- 


medy, to which his Love prompts him: He who has 
the Hearts of all Men in his Hand, can turn them as 
the Rivers of Water, whitherſvever he. pleaſes. He 
can make'onr Enemies our Friends; or if they perſiſt 
in their Enmity, can difappoint their Counſel and 


turn them againſt themſelves. He can either cut off 


the Means of executing their Reſolutions; of 
ſomething to them unforeſeen, intirely break th 
Meaſures. And theſe things the Love of God inclines 


him to do in behalf of his Servants, when their De- 


liverance from any Temporal Diftreſs will make for 
their real mores th of which infinite Wiſdom is 
beſt able to judg. Thus, tho the Wiſdom of God, and 
his Loving: Kindneſs, bear two diftin& Notions, and 
theone i is not a part of the other; yet as they are in-

3. God's Loving-Kinaneſs is excellent to admira- 
tion, in that it is conſtant and unchangeable. That 
we may be iffar'd of this Truth, we are inform'd, 
1 John 4. 8. that God himſelf is Love; ſignifying, 
that he can as ſoon change his own perfect Nature 
into Imperfection, as ceaſe to bear à tender Con- 
cern for his Creatures. The meanneſs and miſery of 
their Circumſtances, make them the proper Objects 
of his Compaſſion. He does not chuſe to heap 
his Favours on the Proſperous, and negle& the Un- 
happy, as being aſham'd of them. Nor is he tir'd 
with giving his Bleſſings to any Man, or any Society - 
of Men; fo as to forſake them at length, becauſe he 
has no more good things to beſtow. Tis not the 
length of Time, nor the plenty of Favours already 
granted; which can exhauſt the Divine Sufficiency, or 
make him change the Warmth of his Love into Cold- 
neſs and Indifference. He is: ſtill the ſame after many 
Generations, as he was at firſt; and by the Immuta- 
bility of all his Attributes, particularly of his Love, 
gives encouragement to evety Age of the World to 
truſt in his Protection. Thus, in the latter Clauſe of 
our Text, The Children of Men are ſaid to truſt in the 
Shadow o Ged's. Wings. Which expreſſion may, 
without force, be ſaid to ſignify, that not only Men 
nin one Generation may find reaſon. for this reliance 
upon the Almighty, but likewiſe their Children, their 
Paſterity in all Ages. 5 . 
But, after all, there is one thing which will ſtop 
the Current of divine Favours, which yet infers no 
mutabilixy in God, but in Men ; namely, their Obſti- 
nacy and Rebellion againſt him. The. Love of God

Tho there- 
fore the Almighty frequently beſtows Plenty and Pro- 
ſperity upon wicked Men in this World, it is not out 
of any complacency or delight which he takes in their 
Iniquity : And tho he ſhou'd puniſh the finally Im- 
itent with an everlaſting, Separation from his 
favour; he cannot ſo properly be faid to hate the 
Sinner, as the Sin. Men will indeed, by their 
own choice, make Sin, as it were, a part of them- 
ſelves; if they will not by all the Methods which are 
us'd by a gracious God, be ſeparated from it, tho he 
ſhould eternally puniſh: their Diſobedience, yet his 
Love to Mankind would appear to be unchangeable, 
inaſmuch as he ever took all honourable Methods to 
make-them Happy. rt... wy 
Nor is it any ſign of Mutability in the 
God, that he ſometimes permits the beſt Men to ent 
dure extreme Hardſhips from wicked hands. For tho 
Temporal Bleflings, which God is often pleas d' tõ be-. 
ſtow on wicked Men, and with-hold from the truly 
Peious, are Inſtances of his generab Love to Men, and ca- 
po of being improv'd to higher Advantages; yet that 
oving-Kindneſs which makes Men really happy, does 
not conſiſt in theſe things. R Man Who gives up 
himſelf to wicked, Courſes, is unhappy in the abun- 
dance of all theſe Enjoyments; while the ſincerely 
Religious is happy under the want of all ſuch Advan- 
tages, from a Ele of the Divine Favour to Ms Soul. 
Tis often in much Mercy that our heavenly Father 
withholds earthly Comforts from his Children; ſup- 
plying them in the mean while, with the larger Por- 
tion of divine Bleſſings. Tho the Wiſdom of God 
chuſes various Methods and Times for beſtowing / 
different Kings of Favour, yet his Loye, eſpecially 
Who faithfully ſerve him, is ever con-

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4. The Loving-Kindneſs of God is excellent, as it is 
beitgw'd on ſuch who do not in the leaft deſerve it. 
This is true both as to Spiritual and Temporal Bleſ- 
ſings. The Almighty is not only graclous to the Un- 
thankful and the Evil, while he ſuffers the Rain to de- 
ſcend, and the Sun to fhive in common upon the Juſt and. 
Unjuft but while he beſtows the Conſolations of his 
Spirit upon the beſt of his Servants, he favours them 
infinitely: beyond their Deſerts. For there is not any 
ſpiritual Bleſſing which the beſt of Men have not for- 
feited by their ungrateful Behaviour: they are either 
apt to aſcribe too much to their own Merit, or elfe- 
to forget and diſregard the divine Goodnefs which 
they have taſted. From the firſt ſerious Impreſſions 
they receive, to the laſt day of their Lives, every 
Motion of the good Spirit with which they are fa · 
vour d, is the effect of free and undeſerved Bounty. 
What then ſhall we ſay, concerning thoſe who live in 
a, conſtant oppoſition to the divine Precepts, Wwho 
daily fin againſt God with a high hand? How far i 
muſt they be from deſerving any Temporal Bleſling, F 
cially from meriting any operation of the Di- $ 
vine Spirit? And yet fo excellent is God's Loving- 
Raute that he liberally beſtows both the one and

In theſe ſeveral reſpects the Loving: Kindneſs of 
God appears to be admirable in it ſelf: but it is like. 


. Excellent in compariſon with the Affection of 
Men, and their Behaviour towards each other. The 
ſupreme Excellency will appear on the part of God, 
. not only if we compare his Loving-Kindneſs, and the 
Effects of it, with the Behaviour of the worſt of I 
Mien, but even of thoſe who bear the neareſt Like» 1 
nels to God himſelf. The reaſon of which is mani» 
feſt; namely, becauſe. the Divine Being is infinitely 
rfect in all his Ways; whereas our finite Natures, 
eſpecially as deprav'd by Sin, are attended with ma - 
ny Infirmities which enter into the moiſt valuable

The great Ruler of che World has made it our 
Duty, and accordingly .'tis our Glory, to love our 
Neighbours as our ſelves, But tho we ſhould be ac- 
knowledg'd to bear the moſt ſincere and the moſt ar- 
dent Affection to each other; tho we had the maſt 
earneſt deſire of doing Good, yet our Skill and our 
Ability are in many caſes very deficient: All the Love, 
all the Kindneſs, which in many Circumſtances we 
are able to ſhey, is only to lament, with our Friends, 
that. we cannot them. We have not Wiſdom e- 
nough to extricate from all Difficulties, nor have we 

always ſufficient Power to put in execution thoſe Con- 
_ trivances which paight very probably ſucceed. Our 
beſt Abilities may. be overpower'd with numbers; and 
ſuch Snares may be laid for our Friends, as neither 
they nor we can break thro without committing a 


moral Evil. The uſefulneſs of our Affection is con- 


fin d within a narrow compaß: and therefore tho for 
incerity and Conſtancy, it is often valuable farther 
than its Power extends; yet can it not for its Excel- 
lency bear the leaſt proportion with the Loving-Kind - 
neſs of God. Again, the Love of the beſt Men is too 
apt to wax cold: whether this proceed from the diſ- 
cCouragements they meet with in proſecuting their kind 


Intentions; or whether from regard to their own Se- 


curity; or from whatever cauſe it ariſes. Whatever

nerous of all Men cannot compare with the divine 
Condeſcenſion in the diſplay of Mercy; for there is

Earth, who does not deſerve more regard from the 
greateſt of his Fellow - Creatures, than the beſt of Men 


can pretend to claim at the hand of God. We muſt 


therefore readily acknowledg, that his Loving -Kind- 


neſs infinitely exceeds the beſt of our Affectios.

Upon this account, tho the Almighty may now and 
then, fince the firſt Ages of the Goſpel, have given 
ſome peculiar Incouragements to fach extraordinary 
Acts of Faith, as then were frequent; yet we have 
not ſufficient ground to conclude, - that merely our 
truſting or believing ſhalt always ſecure to us thoſe 
temporal Deliverances and Advantages of which we 
tand in need. . 
The Truſt to which our Text, and moſt other 
Places, which ſpeak of confiding in the Almighty, in- 
courage us, is ſuch a * in general we be- 
lieve that he is able and ready to do us and 
that if | Deliverance from any preſent mity, or 
the beſtowing of any 2 Fayout, will be for 
our real Service, and for the Glory of it ſhall, 
be granted. The whole Current of Scripture 
teaches us to ask for temporal 'Bleffings with a Re- 
ſerve, and a Reſignation to Gods Will. 
And yet, even this general Truſt is ſufficient to 
2 rt it under the Evil of 
any Calamity which may befal us. We cannot wiſh 
for more than an Intereſt, in the Loving-Kindneſs of 
God ; while we are convinc'd: that his Wiſdom and 
| Power can procure for us whatever we ſtand in need 
of. There is ſufficient Incouragement for purt ing our 
Truſt under, the ſhadow of bis Wings ; ſince tho we 
may already have -receiv'd many Favours from Hea- 
ven, we have no 2 fear that the Fountain is 
drawn dty, or the Almighty grown weary of do- 
ing good. Tho we ſhould+ be ſank beneath the 
regard of Men, tho our Acquaintance ſhould be 
aſham d of us, and our Friends -forfake us; yet we 
are aſſur'd the Almighty has not forgotten us.

Ihus we have ſeen in general, how ſolid a Founda- 
tion the Loving-Kindneſs of God affords for truſting 
in his Protection.

If David found reaſon to admire the Excellency 
of God's Loving-Kindneſs, while it yielded him only 
the Proſpect of Deliverance; much more may we, 
who have ſeveral times experienc'd the good Effects 
of it.

till their Iniquity be found out to be hateful \, as trea- ver. 
cherous and deceitful, as taking no delight in doing 

| goed, but, on the contrary, deviſing Z4iſchief on ver. 4.

The greateſt part of the common People, *tis to 
be hop'd, have not attain'd to theſe Depths of Sa- 
tan: but, however, when there is a Turn to ſerve, 
they ſeldom fail to go which way ſoever their ſpiri- 
tual Guides are pleas'd to direct. Which Facility of 
the People is owing to the Ungodlineſs of that Princi- 
E whereby they are taught, that the Prieſt, let him 
e ever ſo vile (a) a Sinner himſelf, can either re- 
mit (b) or retain (c) their Sins at his pleaſure: 
which is indeed as much as to ſay, that he has the 
power of faving or damning their Souls, *Tis t

Not to inſiſt upon 
the dethroning (n) of. Princes, and alſolving Subjects 
from their Allegiance ;, a Principle which has been of- 
ten diſplayd in this Nation, particularly in the 
Reigns of King (o) Henry VIII. and Queen (p) E- 
lizabeth ;, that one Doctrine of Indulgences gives In- 
couragement to all moral Evils. For why ſhonld any 
Man, who has Mony enough to buy a Pardon, ſcru- 
ple to commit any Sin to which his wicked Heart 


inclines him? How is it to be * that corrupted

Nature ſhould lay it felf under leaſt Reſtraint,z 
if a Man can once believe that he is acquitted from 
all Guilt in the ſight of God, and confequently in 
no danger of (4) Puniſhment, by virtue of that Li-

And as to any pre- 
tended Zeal for adhering to the Scriptures, in the 
Doctrine of Tranſubftantiation : if that were not fo 
gainful a Doctrine as it is; yet ſince Traditions (&) are 
ſet at leaſt upon an equal foot with the Sacred Wri- 
tings; fince the Church of Rome places her ſelf above 
the Scripture, by pretending it receives its Authority 
from her Judgment; fince Popery eſtabliſhes many

Does any moral Obligation change its Nature, by vir- 
tne of one Party's being a Proteſtant, and the other 
a Papiſt? No certainly: but the Religion of the one 
emboldens him to evade the force of thoſe Obligations, 
which the other acknowledges to be ſacred and invio-

Thoſe two pious Men being ſummon'd to the Coun- 


cit, had all the aſſurance of Safety, which the Em- 


peror's Authority, who himſelf was part of the Coun- 
cil, could afford. 8 

But notwithſtanding this, as ſoon as the Council 
had them in their power, they condemn'd them for 
Hereticks, and burnt them alive. N 

And to ſhew that this Treachery was agreeable to 
their Religion, they ſhortly after paſsd an (4) Act, 
importing, That if a Heretick ſhould come to the 
place of Judgment, who durſt not venture without 
a ſpecial aſſurance of Safety ; yet it ſhould be lawful 
for the Eccleſiaſtical Power to proceed againſt, and 
to puniſh him as far as they thought juſt and reaſon- 
able. This is a ſtanding Act of that Council. And 
the (e) Supreme Head of their Church was as hearty 
in this Cauſe, as the Repreſentatives; otherwiſe he 
would never h 
he ſuſpected of favouring Huſs and his Followers, 
that it was a mortal Sin to keep Faith with Hereticks ; 
giving this reaſon for it, That there can be no Com- 
munion between a Believer and an Infidel. | 

The laſt Inſtance I am to conſider, wherein the 

Enemies of our Religion and thoſe of David reſem- 
ble one another, is Malice and Cruelty. This is a 
Character of their Religion it ſelf, as well as of par- 
ticular Men who have profeſsd it. To prove which 
we need go no farther than to the Thunderbolt of Ex- 
communication, which it unmercifully -throws into

The plain intent of which is, to conſign the Soul of 
the Heretick (e) to everlaſting Deſtruction. And 


what makes the poor Heretick's caſe the more miſe- 


rable, is, that when he is once condemn'd there is no 
proviſion made for his reſtoration : he is excluded all 
means of Grace (F), and indeed all common Offices 
of Humanity; for he that harbours and conceals a 
declar'd Heretick, is in danger of the ſame Condem- 
nation with him (8): This is acknowledg'd a part 
of Religion in all Popiſh Countries. But beſides the 
damnation of the Soul; the confiſcation of Eſtate, and 
the loſs of Life it ſelf, amidſt a thouſand Reproaches 
and cruel Torments, is the puniſhment of Hereſy, 
wherever their ho/ 8 prevails. An Inſtitu- 
tion ſo inexereſibly barbarous, that even fo bigot- 


ted a Country as Naples it ſelf, in the Year 1547.

When they who kill'd his Followers, ſpout 
think they did ſervice to God. This likewiſe muſt be 
a part of Religion! if any thing ſo inhuman can go by 
ſo ſacred a Name. 9 
Such as theſe are the Principles by which Popery 
has diſtinguiſh'd it ſelf; and the Methods which its 
Votaries Woe taken to eſtabliſh it, exactly agree to 
the Principles themſelves. Particularly, Cruelty ap- 
ars in the moſt frightful colours, by the many 
Lady Maſſacres ſet on foot by the * in Fance, 
Ireland, and other Places; by the Martyrdom of a 
great number of excellent Perſons in this Iſland, at 
the beginning of the Reformation; by the Spano In- 
vaſion in 1588, when the Pope gave his Bleſſing to 
the Armada, conferring on it the hanghty Name of 
Invincible; and by many other Inſtances, wherein it 
leas'd God to defeat the Deſigns of our Enemies, as 
e did in thoſe two particularly which we now com- 
memorate. 
As to the Powder-Plot, we are aſſur'd from the 
printed Confeſſions of thoſe who died by the Hand 
of Juſtice, that it was deſign'd to cut off the King, 
Lords and Commons at one blow. And particularly, 
the Perſon who was to have ſet fire to the combuſti- 
ble Matter, was it ſeems, for a conſiderable time af- 


ter he was apprehended, (1) only ſorry he had not put 


this horrid Deſign in execution. They who had con- 
triv'd and carry'd on the Affair, order'd it fo that the 
greateſt Blow might be given to this City, while the 
Flower of the Nation was aſſembl'd in it, and they 
have the Opportunity of doing what they ee in 
the Country while it was left naked. We cannot 
frame a certain Idea what would have been the Effects 
of this Treaſon, if it had not been diſcover'd in time. 
In all probability it muſt have ended in the ſetting up 
of arbitrary Power, and a falſe Religion. | 

There were indeed but a few Men concern'd in the 
Management, and even they ſcarce durſt confide in 
one another; the Deſign carry'd ſuch a ſelf-con- 
demning Aſpe& with it. But they had Correſpon-

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dence, and probably Aſſiſtance from abroad, toge- 
ther with the Apoſtolical Benediction of the Pope 
to encourage them: And they, poor Wretches, were 
ſo fir d with Zeal for promoting their Mother-Church, 
as chearfully to ſpend their Eſtates, and endanger their 
Lives, nay their very Souls, for its advancement. 
Whatever Truth there may be in the Story of 4 
-Correſpondence between this and a neighbouring 
Crown, which might enable the King of England 
to diſcover. the Plot; this does not at all diminiſh 
our Enemies Malice, or the Goodneſs of God in our 
Preſervation, Suppoſing that two or three Men at 
Court had Intelligence of the Treaſon, and of the 
Time when it was to be put in execution; yet any 
one of a hundred Accidents might have prevented 
the timely Diſcovery, if God had not watch'd over 
the Nation. The Traitors might have been aware 
of a-Diſcovery, or their fears might have made them 
haſten execution ſooner than they intended; a 
ſudden diſorder might have ſeiz d thoſe few Perſons 
who had intimation of the Plot; or ſome other thing 
have happen'd, if the Almighty had not interpos'd 
vour. When the Diſcovery was made, 
it prov'd to be but a few Hours before it would have 
been too late, if deferr'd. This account however 
ought not at all to leſſen our eſteem for the watchful 
Care of God's Providence. N 

But beſides this Deliverance of our Forefathers a- 
bove a hundred Years ago, we now commemorate 
that Inſtance of God's Loving-Kindneſs, whereby our 
Liberty and our Religion were ſecur'd to our ſelves, 
at a time when theſe valuable Bleſſings were expos d 
to greater Dangers than probably the Powder-Trea- 
lon could occation. If that Blow had been given, 


and the whole Parliament, together with the King, 


rageous Act of Cruelty. They might 


deſtroy d; yet the generality of the Nation being 
already extremely averſe to Popery, would have 
been exaſperated beyond all meaſure, by ſuch an out-

of unlimited Paſſive Obedience and Non-Reſiftance, 
were preach'd and inculcated upon their Conſciences, 
on pain of Damnation. In the mean while care was 
taken to plant ſuch Men throughout the whole King- 
dom, but eſpecially about the City, and at Court, as 
were fit Tools for ſerving arbitrary Purpoſes. And 
now the Hopes of the Catholicks began to grow ſan- 
guine. They could no longer endure any reſtraint: 
they could not forbear ſhewing themſelves in their 


true colours. | 


It was our unhappineſs to have a Prince on the 


Throne, who had apoſtatiz d to the Romiſh Religion, 


and was bigotted to it; which made him ſeek all 
means to promote it. When he obſerv'd that the Peo- 
ple did not look upon either his Example, or the endea- 
vours of his Emiſſaries, as ſufficient Arguments why 
they ſhould embrace P , he betook himſelf to vio- 


lent meaſures; by which he quickly hurry'd the 


Nation very near its own Ruin, and himſelf quite 
out of the Throne. He did not want for prompters 
to any Miſchief ; being beſet with Counſellors, re- 


ſolv'd to advance themſelves upon the Deſtruction of 


their Fellow-Subje&ts; and who valu'd not how vile 
Flatteries they were guilty of, or what Effects the Na- 
tion might feel, if by thoſe means they could gain their 
own ends. And ſo far they had ſucceeded, that the 
Laws, which are the Bulwark of our Liberty, were 


laid afide, and a Diſpenſing Power exercis d. No Man's 


Poſſeſſion was ſecure. And as for Religion, tho all 
Profeſſions were for a while tolerated, to ſerve a turn; 


yet it is eaſy to ſee, that when once that turn was 


ſerv'd, by placing that Religion” uppermoſt which 
had been moſt reſirain'd, the Toleration would have 


ceas d. It was now look'd upon as one of the higheſt 
Crimes to ſpeak a word againſt the growing Evil, or in 
defence of Religion and Liberty. And thoſe Patriots 
who had the Courage to appear for their Country, 
were impriſon'd as offenders againſt the King's Majeſty. 
In this ſtate of Affairs it was, that God in great Mer- 
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cy to the Nation, ſent over a DELTVERER. Who 
vas fo much the more welcome, in that he reſcu'd our 
[Liberties without Bloodſhed. This was indeed a re- 
markable proof of God's powerful influence upon the 
Hearts of Men, in favour of his own People. There 
was at that time a numerous Army in the heart of the 
Nation; part of which was deſignedly made up of 
Men who were zealous of running to the greateſt Ex- 


tremitys of arbitrary Power, for the 1 of Popery. 


Beſides, a foreign Force was ready to be tranſported 
from a neighbouring Nation. Mean while the Prince 


who came to our reſcue, was attended with ſo ſmall a 


number, as might eaſily have been ſwallow'd up, had 
not God been with them, and ſtruck Terror and A- 
mazement into the Enemies Hearts. He landed as on 
this Day, and was receiv'd with inexpreſſible Joy 
| by. all who were ſincerely concern'd for the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and for Liberty. Our Governors 


teſtify d how juſtly they were affected with the com- 


mon Deliverance, by appointing ſolemn Forms of 
- Thankſgiving to Almighty God, for bringing his late 
; Majeſty upon this Day, for the Deliverance of the 
Church and Nation 52 Popiſh Tyranny and Arbi- 


trary Power, for giving him a ſafe Arrival here, and 


-making all Oppoſition fall before him, till he became 
our King and Governour. And while we call to mind 


the beginnings, we ought not to forget the good effects 


-of his wiſe and gentle Adminiſtration. Our Liberties 
are more firmly ſecur'd by Law than before; and 
likewiſe the Proteſtant Religion is more effectually e- 


-ſtabliſh'd, by ſettling the Succeſſion to the Crown on 


the illuſtrious Houſe of HANNOVER. 

I cannot conclude without obſerving, in a few 
words, what Influence the things we have heard, 
ought to have npon our practice. | 
1. We are laid under the ſtrongeſt Obligations to 
Thankfulneſs, conlidering the Excellency of the Fa- 
vours beſtow'd ; the impoſlibility of obtaining them 
without a Divine Interpoſition; and the Provocations 
ve had given, for which we might juſtly expect a quite 
contrary Treatment. In a free Nation *tis needleſs, 
one would hope, to ſpend time in ſetting forth the 
Value of Liberty, whether Religious or Civil wo 
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all reap the Benefit of it; which is a more effectual 
Conviction than all the Arguments that can be us'd. 
However, the natural love of Liberty, and the Right 
whereby every Man claims it, till forfeitet by his own 
Act, plainly ſhew that he deſerves not the Name of a 
Man, as knowing nothing of the Dignity of Human 
Nature, who does not eſteem his Liberty the moſt va- 
luable Bleſſing of Life. And in the two Deliverances ! 
we have been celebrating, the Loving-Kindneſs, the 
Power and Wiſdom of God did ſo viſibly appear, that 
as our Friends will not deny it, our Enemies cannot. 
No more can the beſt of us all pretend, that we deſerve 
the Bleſſings which the Goodneſs of God ſecur'd to us. 
Both the preſent Age and that of our Fathers, have gi- 
ven ſufficient Provocation to the Majeſty of Heaven, 
to have made him reſolve to forſake us, if he had not _ 
been a God of infinite Patience and Long. ſuffering. Let 
us therefore teſtify our Gratitude, by frequently calling. 
to mind the greatneſs of the Bleſſings we enjoy, and b 
taking proper occaſions to ſpeak well of the Divine 72 
Goodneſs; but eſpecially by living a thankful, that is N 
a holy Life; by conformin our ſelves to the Will of 
Him who has fo readily and ſo undeſervedly diſplay d 
his Wiſdom and Power on our behalf. And further, 
let us ſhew the Value we have for our Liberty, and our 
Thankfulneſs to God for ſecuring it, by reſolving to 

do whatever lies in our power to perpetuate the Po- 
ſeſſion of it. Let us ftand faſt in the Liberty wherewith Gal. g. 1. 
God hath made us free, that we be not intangled again 
with the Yoke of Bondage. 8 ; 
2. Let us, as long as we live, truſt in the Protection 
of that God who has already done ſo great Things for 
for us. And to comfort us under the ſenſe of our 
Demerits, let us remember that the Name of God, 
his Intereſt and his Glory, are as much concern'd in 
preſerving us, as any People in the World ; fo that we 
may hope, tho not for our ſakes, yet for his own Names 
ſake, he will deliver us from any threatning Danger. 
It muſt be acknowledg'd, that the Proteſtant Religion 
lies at preſent under many diſcouragements; fince 


they who profeſs it in Popiſh Countries, have their 
Perſecutions lately renew'd and fince too many pro- 
feſs d Proteſtants make large advances towards Pope- 
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ry, in Doctrine; in preferring the Rituals of Religion; 


eſpecially thoſe of human Invention, before the Sub. 


ſtance; and in afflicting their Brethren. But however, 


let us give Glory to God, in believing that he is able 


to fave and let us hope that he will concern himſelf 
in the behalf of all who faithfully ſerve him.

Let us comfort and encourage one another with the Com- 
forts' wherewith we our ſelves are comforted of God. 
And when we can no otherwiſe be helpful to our af- 
flifted Brethren, let us at leaſt lend them the Aſſiſtance 


of var Prayers and Tears. Let us contribute, as far 


as we are able, to each others Eaſe and Happineſs : 
Let no difference of Circumſtances in the World 

make one defpiſe another; fince we are all made of 
the fame Clay : but let this rather incline the more 


Wealthy to ſupply the Wants of the poorer ſort. And 


this Duty chearfully perform'd, will be as great a Re-: 


freſhment to the Giver as to the Receiver: nay,a great 
Adds 29, 35, er ; for our Saviour was wont to ſay, tis more bleſſed to 


give than to rective. Let univerſal Benevolence appear 
in our whole deportment. If the moſt High does not 
diſdain to regard the meaneſt af his Creatures, let not 


us deſpiſe them. If he forgives our Offences, let us o- 


ver-look each others Imperfections. Let us takedelight
